be used either on Port 
inland waters. 


Mr. Dekkar believes his boat 1 
which is still un-named, fills 
a gap in the existing yacht 
classes in Australia. The craft 
is for the man with a family 
and the cockpit is roomy 
enough for them to sit 
down while sailing. It can, 
in fact, with an awning 
stretched over the main boom. 
be used for overnight accom- 
modation for four people 
both when in the water or 
on its trailer. 

The 20-ft. 6-in. mast can 
be raised or lowered with the 
mainsail on and should there 
be any accident in its hand- 
ling it cannot fall to the point 
where it might injure people 
sitting in the cockpit.: 

The trailer for the boat,
